The legislature met and after a hard fight 
passed bills covering the two most important 
of these great questions that were before the 
public. It was exceedingly difficult to get 
through the _ disfranchisement bill which re- 
quired two-thirds of both houses of the 
legislature. It was a hard fight to pass the 
amendments to our railroad commission law, 
giving that body authority to guard the rights 
of the public. The legislation on the subject 
of primaries, having in view improper con- 
tributions to politics and other kindred sub- 
jects, is still pending and will no doubt be 
passed at the coming session. 

Into the legislature was introduced one 
great question that had not been before the 
people in the primary. The legislature passed 
a state prohibiti@n bill. It approved the Dill 
passed by the legislature and the present 
fight against the administration comes from 
a combination of forces hostile to the bills 
which I approved. 

It is true that I had prblicly stated in my 
race for governor that I was a loca! option- 
ist and would vote for prohibition in my own 
county, but I also afated that I would ap- 
prove the prohibition. bill if the legislature 
passed it.

Our 
rafroad commission has measured up to this 
high standard. 
The Financial Fanic. 


The claim that the administration in Georgia 
did anything to contribute to the panic is in- 
excusable. The Georgia railroad commission 


has been given the power to investigate the 
books of corporations of a public character 
not only for the protection of those outside the 
corporations, but for the protection of the 
stockholders and bond holders of such corpora- 
tions. It has heen given the right to pass 
upon the validity of stock and bond issues. 

Reckless misconduct of those entrusted with 
the management of corporations, with head- 
quarters in New York, made public during the 
early part of last year not only caused the 
panic, but necessitated the severe financial 
disturbance. It shocked all investors. It made 
every man who had any money afraid to trust 
any of the financial leaders with money. It 
ran money out of bustness. It stopped in- 
vestments. 

We are working out a problem of establish- 
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ing supervision and regulation in Georgia 
which will make investments safe, which will 
Stop friction between corporations of a pub- 
lic nature and the public, and which will let 
the man, no matter where he lives in the 
United States, who puts money in a Georgia 
corporation know that able Georgia officials 
are watching for the protection of his rights 
as well as for the protection of the rights of 
the public ‘with which the corporation in 
which he is interested deals. 

It will make investments in our Georgia 
Propertics safer than they ever were before 
and at the same time it will give to the gen- 
eral public all the legitimate benefits they 
are entitled to from the existence of well 
and successfully raanaged corporations of a 
public e¢heracter located in the state. With a 
railroad commission like the present railroad 
commission under the present laws It would 
have been impos#ble for Patrick Calhoun and 
his associate; to have obtained control of 
the Central railroad company as they did some 
eighteen years ago. Their management. which 
wrecked that property, teft man® a widow In 
Georgia pennfless. 


The Important Issues. 


First, the work of the disfran- 
Chisement law. 

Second. the work of breaking down’ the pro- 
hibition law. 

Third, the work of destroying the useful- 
hess of the railroad commission. 

I wish to call your attention to the dfa- 
franchisement law as it was passed through 
the legislature. Under it any man can regis- 
ter who possesses the present qualifications 
and in addition thereto falls under either of 
the five provisions which I quote to you from 
the statute: 

‘1. All persong who have honorably served 
in the land or naval forces of the United 
States in the revolutionary war, or in the war 
of 1812. or in the war with Mexico, or in any 
war wi™ the Indians, or tn the war between 
the states, or in the war with Spain, or who 
honorably served in the land or naval forces 
of the confederate states, or of the state of 
Georgia in the war between the gtates, or 

“2. All persons lawfully @escended from 
those embraced in the classes enumerated in 
the subdivision next above, or 

‘8. All persons who are of good character, 
and understand the duties and obligations of 
citizenship under a republican form of gov- 
ernment: or 

‘4. All persons who can correctly read in 
the English language any paragraph of the 
constitution of the United States or of this 
state and correctly write the same in the 
English language when read to them by any 
one of the registrars, and all persons who 
solely because Of physical disability are un- 
able to comply with the above requirements, 
but who can understand and give a reason- 
able interpretation of any paragraph of the 
constitution of the United States or of this 
state that may be read to them by any one 
of the registrars: or 

‘5 Any person who is the owner in good 
faith in his own right of at least forty acres 
of land situated in thie state, upon which he 
resides, or is the owner in good faith in his 
own right of property, situated in this state 
and assessed for taxation at the value of 
$500.’’

You see, therefore, that any man who fought 
in the revolutionary war, or fn the war of 
1812. or the Mexican war. or In any of the 
Indian wars, or wars between the states, or 
war with Spain, or who honorably served in 
the confederate army or navy or in the 
army of the state of Georgia, can register. 
The second provides that all-lawful descend- 
ants of those just named can register. The 
third paragraph provides that any person of 
good character understanding the duties and 
obligafions of citizenship can register. The 
fourth paragraph is the educational test. The 
fifth is the property test. 

You will observe that no man has to pos- 
sess but one of these five qualifications. He 
ig not required to have them all. If he has 
the property qualificatjon he can register. If 
he has 40 acres of land tn this state. on 
which he lives he can register. If he owns 
property assessed at $500 he can register. 
Either one is sufficient without beth and 
without any other requirement. The educa- 
tional qualification provides that he must 
be able to read and write correctly when 
read to him in the English language a para- 
graph of the constitution of the United States 
or of this state. This educationa! qualifica- 
It is good by itself. 

If an applicant to register has the edura- 
tional qualification he does not need the 
property qualification or any other one of the 
five qualifications. If he applies for registra- 
tion upon the ground that he was a soldier 
under the first paragraph he jis not required 
to meet any requirement, except. the soldier 
requirement. It is not necessary that he 
should own any property and !t {s not neces- 
sary that he shou§d stand the educational 
test. 

I tis good by itself. 

If he applies for registration on the ground 
that he is a descendant of a soldier, that is 
enough, by itself, without the educational and 
without the property qualification or any 
other. ~, 

There Is yet another ground upon which he 
can register. If he applies for registration 
Lupon the ground that he is a man of good 
character and understands the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship under a republican 
form of government and comes within this 
qualification, he can register, 

This is called the good character qualifica- 
tion. If a man presents himself on that 
ground he is not required to be the owner of 
any property. He is not required to stand an 
educational test. 

Is it possible that any one wil! claim that a 
man should be allowed to register and vote 
in Georgia who cannot come up to any one 
of these qualifications? Who within the sound 
of my voice would be disqualified. under this 
requirement? 

You white men of Whitfield county who 
fill this room represent the backbone 
of a's capacity to produce, whether in 
| the fiel 


or in the shop; you merchantg and 


business men, I ask you if you do not ap- 
prove the exclusion from the ballot box of the 
man who cannot meet either of the five re- 
quirements, and I ask you further if it is not 
true that every one of you can register under 
them? Yet this law will exclude from the 
ballot box the large majority of the negroes 
in middle and southern Georgia, who, unable 
to control themselves, are utterly unfit to 
vote and thereby control others. 

It will protect our ballot box. It will save 
our elections from the dark cloud which threat- 
ens them more today than it has done since 
the days of reconstruction. 

So effective was the passage of the disfran- 
chisement law that the negro in the legisia- 
ture from MdIntosh county sent In his resig- 
nation soon after the legislature adjourned, 
because he understood that the day of the 
negro had ended so far as sittin in the 
legislature was concerned. A new election 
was ordered and a white man was elected 
from McIntosh county and when the next 
session of the legislature meets in June. for 
the first time I think since the war you will 
rg A the Georgia legislature without a negro 
n it, 

The prohibition f!ssue has aroused the an- 
tagonism of those interested in the sale of 
liquor. The telegraph reports published in all 
the papers of Atlanta show thet monev has 
been raised to be used to stop the prohibition 
sentiment tn the gouth. 


Money Against Prohibition. 


They show that a secret 
been formed tn Chicago, with subheadquar- 
ters in Atlanta, for the purpose of fighting 
prohibition. Every Atlanta paper with dlif- 
ferent news sent from different news organi- 
zations like the Associated Press contained the 
information. I have taken the trouble to look 
at Chicago paperg of the same date and I 
have in my scrap book here reports from 
Chicago papers practically to the same effect, 
that at Chicago an t!mmense organization had 
been formed to fight the prohibition move- 
ment in the south. 

Now In local option elections where do the 
liquor interests get thélr biggest vote? We 
had an election tn Valdosta not long before 
the legislature met last summer and it was 
an admitted fact that the liquor Interests 
pal’ the negroes’ taxes and sought to bring 
them to the polls to keep Iiquor in Lowndes 
couny. 

You place the organized Nquor interests of 
thi; county, organized as they are today. in 
the fight in our state under the local option 
law, let them use their money to pay up the 
taxes of the negroes with a number of de- 
termined white men alding them and the 
trouble and the danger will be greater than it 
was in the times of reconstruction. Then any 
white man who ioined the negroes lost his 
social position and was recognized as a rene- 
gade. Few did it and the line was drawn on 
them so close and hard that we kept the 
white people solidity together and saved the 
state. 

But you put this liquor question tnto 
fight. withthe feeling it arouses, and vou 
put the money of fhe combined liquor ‘in- 
tereste of the country behind the fight. utfliz- 
Ing the negro. and see what will happen. It 
is to thefr interest to bact the disfranchise- 
ment law. Tt is to their interest to keep the 
negro at the hallot box. They have declared 
themselves organized for the struggle. With 
them are men who are already fighting the 
disfranchisement law and trving to kill It 
The negro furnishes the opportunity for the 
man with money to ‘exercise his greatest 
nower in. politics. Let them capture th- 
democratic organization !n Georgia. let them 
be in charge: of onr party machinery. let 
them disclaim as much as they please. but 
their interestg will lead them to use the ma- 
chinery of the party to kill disfranchisement. 
and we will weke up to a condition too fn-

The opposition fights the rallroaad commis- 
sion. Thev put out a candidate who was on 
the commission and voted against the reduec- 
tion of rallroad fares as adonted by the com- 
mission. He filed an elaborate dissent cover- 
ing many pages printed and this »nrinted 
pamphlet was sent in floods all over Georgia 
from Touisville, the headquarters of the T.outs- 
ville and Nashville ratiroad. the home of 
Milton Smith, the. greatest enemy of rail- 
road regulation and. supervision in the land. 

The candidate of the opposition Is the man 
who has furnished the material for distribu- 
tion from the headquarters of the Woulsville 
and Nashville railroad to fight the railroad 
fares as fixed by the railroad commission. He 
presented as a substitute what he called ‘‘the 
zone system!” It was one by which if vou 
rode 75 miler vou would ride at 2% cents and 
if you rode 76 miies you would ride at 2% 
cents, that is, you would ride 76 miles nearly 
26 cents less than you would pay for riding 
75 miles. What an absurdity. 

I do not claim that the raltiroad commission 
has accomplished all that it can do for the 
people of the atate. It hae been conservative, 
especially so in view of the fact that the 
financial disturbance originating in New York 
city last summer disarranged the moneyed 
conditions of the country and the railroad 
commission felt that it should be cautious lest 
anything it did should interfere with 
the successful operation of the railroads of 
the state. Let alone to continue its present 
work it will gradually accomplish it, dav by 
day, more and more for the public without 
harm to the corporations. One important thing 
which it did which was not pléasing to Mr. 
Milton Smith was its interference when the 
wages of the men of your railroad from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta were about to be cut. 
The railroad commission directed that the 
facts should be furnished them upon which 
the claim for the required cut waa based. The 
facts were not furnished but the cyt of wages 
of the ermnlovces was aberdoned. 

, Confederate Pensions. 


The governor discussed the pensions 
and explained the fact that the last leg- 
islature had done more for the confeda- 
erate soldiers than ‘any le@islature that 
ever sat in Georgia. having appropri- 


ated nealy $150,000 more for them than} 


was ever given by any other legislature 
in the state. 

He called attention to the fact that 
the legislature had increased the appro- 
priation to common schools about $200,- 
000 and that the present administration 
had collected from the corporations of 
a public character taxes last year 
amounting to $577,000 more than they 
ever paid before, and that there would 
be an annual increase of taxes paid by 
them certainly of this much, if not 
more, during the continuance of the 
present administration. He furthermore 
stated that this increase wags made 
without assessing the property of the 
raibroads more than 50 or 60 per cent 
of the market value of the properties, 
thereby showing that, although they are 
made to pay this large additional sum 
for taxes, they have been treated with 
absolute fairness. 

The governor took 
education and outlined the work that 
was being done to provide better means 
for training the children of Georgia and 
for the purpose of giving them a chance 
for preparation for life. 

He also called attention to the fact 


ithat not nine months of the two years’ 


term of the present administration had 
yet elapsed before the interests com- 
iposed of the liquor men and a part of 
the railroad companies, part of the men 
who had lost their free passes, part of 
the men who had in he past been em- 
ployed as hired politicians of corpora- 
tions had organized and pushed a can- 
didate into the field for the purpose of 
attacking the administration. They do 
not dare to criticise anything that has 
been done fairly and honestly. They 
know they cannot succeed. They seek 
to delude the people by the charge that 
the present administration has prought 
on the panic or contributed to the hard 
times. They know that the present ad- 


‘ministration ig serving the interests of 


the great body of the people, that graft 
nowhere exists and that every interest 
of the masses is being guarded. 

‘What really troubles them,’’ said the gov- 
ernor, ‘‘is that they have been driven out of 
power. They can no longer use the state for 
their selfish purposes. They are being forced 
to mete out equal rights to all. Their special 
privileges are gone, and this body of dis- 
gruntied men, disgruntled because they have 
been forced to give up that to which they 
were not entitled, is solidly behind the candi- 
date whom they know they can use for the 
Purpose of reinstating themselves in power. 
They trv to use the panic. which was started 
by. the misconduct of -high financiers in New 
York city simifM€r to the misconduct which 
they would be guilty of in Georgia, for the 
purpose of making the 
rights are being protected help them fasten 
chains around the great masses of the peo- 
ple of the state. 

‘TI appeal to the intelligence of Georgia. f 
appeal to the moral character of the people 
of Georgia to rebuke this effort to put Geor- 
gia back Into the hands of the enemies of 
the people.’’

Washington, April |3.—Senator Clark 
of Wyoming today reported to the 
senate the bill drafted by Senator 
Knox and approved by the judiciary 
committee to regulate interstate ship 
ments of intoxicating liquors.

Failure to comply with this 
provision or the delivery of the ship- 
to any fictitious person or any 
person under a fictitious name would 
subject the guilty officer, agent or 
emplovee of any railroad company, ex- 
company or other common .-car- 
rier, to a fine of not more than. $6,000.

A. H. Cox, of Atlanta, that delegates 
to the national democratic convention 
be selected by popular vote, the query 
submitted by Anton Wright, of: Sa- 
vannah, as to whether it will, be 
against the party rules to pay the 
taxes of voters in order to enable 
them to vote in the primary, and final- 
ly, the protests which have come from 
a@ number of the country counties with 
regard to the popular vote plan of 
nominations which deprives them of 
much power they have heretofore ex- 
ercised. 

There were not a few who expressed 
the belief that the numerous protests 
which have come from the country 
counties all over the state against the 
popular vote plan, had exerted such 
a strong pressure that the committee 
felt itself compelled to take hold of 
the matter.

“It has, according to the official fig- 
ures of the United States geological sur- 
vey, five times as much iron ore as is 
known of elsewhere in the United 
States—more iron ore, fn fact, than all 
Europe is known to possess.

The trial 
court sustained the lease as valid, but 
its decision was reversed by the Okla- 
homa territorial supreme court. The 
latter court held that the lease had | 
been executed in furtherance of a 
monopolistic design inimical to the 
best interests of the public and in un- 
reasonable restraint of trade. 

Today's opinion was by Justice Mre- 
Kenna, and affirmed the Oklahoma 
court of highest award.

Evidence of Restriction Within 
Professional Limits 


Tone of Market Was Heavy—Some 
ef Heaviness of Foreign Inspi- 
ration, and London Sold 
on Balance in New 
York,

New York, April |%.—The stock mar- 
ket today geve further evidence of its 
restriction within professional limits, 
and fell into a dull, rut in which little 
Significance attached to the sluggish 
fluctuations in prices. The tone was 
heavy, as is almost inevitably the case 
dn a profoundly dull market. Scme of 
the heaviness was of foreign inspiration. 
end London sold on balance im this 
market. Paris continued to withdraw 
gold from London, and discounts con- 
tinued to harden at the batter center. 
while a further rige in foreign exchange 
fates here brought conditions near to 
the lieve) at which London could shift 
the Paris demand for gold upon New 
York. The London remittances to Paris 
represent the completion of the repay- 
ment of advances made during the New 
York financial crisis, and its reflected 
results in foreign markets. There seems 
to be also some speculative troubles in 
Paris due to disturbances in the dia- 
mond and copper trades, which induced 
liquidation by Parise in the London stock 
market. An unofficial announcement 
was made in New York that the selling 
agency of the principal copper produc- 
ers had marked down the selling price 
of copper, thus conforming to last week's 
successive neductions in the London 
market, and at the New York metal ex- 
change. For thig reason, Amalgamated 
Copper was a leader in the early down- 
ward movement of prices. The amount 
of the subscriptions at Berlin to the 
new German and Prussian loans, al- 
though fully covering the issues seem- 
ed to be considered disappointing, thus 
adding on more to the unfavorable in- 
fluences from abroad. The improvement 
in investment issues in foreign mar- 
kets was in consequence checked, Do- 
mestice events offered little to offset 
these foreign influences. Railroad traf- 
fic officials reported that there was no 
change im conditions, and there was a 
disposition to postpone the date of ex- 
pected revival. The same was true of 
advices on the commereéial situation and 
complaints were heard from some cen- 
ters of a relapse into somewhat critical 
conditions in trade. The approach of 
the Easter holidays was a repressive 
factor of all speculative markets, and 
this wag emphasized by the devision to 
close the stock exchange from Thurs- 
day of this week until Monday of next. 
Crop prospects begin to loom up as a 
more effective influemce on the market, 
and reports of continued lack of mois- 
ture in -parts of the winter wheat belt 
received some attention. The appearancéd 
of the IMinols Central circular, propos- 
ing the offering of !|5 per cent of hold- 
ings in new stock to stockholderg at 
par presents the subject of new capital 
issues, which must be provided for in 
large volume in the not distant future. 
The depressing effect of Saturday’s Del- 
aware and Hudson bond announcement 
on the block did not Imply a mood of 
satisfaction with the prospect. The 
money market showed the further ef- 
fect of the growing accumulation of 
idle money in New York, which is look- 
ed on to pave the way for success in 
new capital issues. Banks were some- 
what less inclined today, however, to 
press their funds on the market, which 
ig comparatively bare of borrowers. 
Sharp advances in the group of stocks 
known as specialties were without in- 
fluence on the general list.

WHEAT WEAKER 
AT THE CLOSE 


May Delivery Closed at Rel 
Loss of Half Cent 


Chicago, April 13.—Excellent weather 
for seeding in the morthwest caused a 
weak finish in the wheat market today, 
the May delivery closing at a net loss 
of |-2 cent. Corn was a shade lower. 
Oats were !-8 cent lower. Provisions 
were 2 1-2 *v 10 cents lower. 

The w’.eat market opened etrong, be- 

cause vf dry weather fn parts of Kan- 
sas and Nebraska and small receipts 
in the northwest. After the first hour 
the volume of trade became small, but 
the strength was well maintained, a 
decrease of 1,035,000 bushels in the vis- 
ibke supply tending to sustain prices 
at a moderate advance. In the final 
hour, however, sentiment became bear- 
ish, because of reports from the north- 
west that seeding operations are in full 
swing all over the spring wheat coun- 
try. The market closed weak. May 
opened }-4 to 5-8c higher at 932 3-8 to 
92 3-4c, sold at 92 7-8c, and tien de- 
clined to 92 |-2c. ‘The close was 4 
91 5-8c. Clearances of wheat and flour 
were equal to 412,000 bushels. The 
amount on passage decreased 624,000 
bushels. Primary receipts were 431,000 
bushels, against 1,263,000 on the same 
day jest year. Minneapolis, Duluth arf 
Chicago reported receipts of 245 cars, 
against 40! last week, and 884 a year 
ago. 
Corn was strong for the greater part 
of the dey, the May delivery selling at 
68 3-4 cents, which was a new high 
mark for the season. Light receipts 
and the strength of wheat were the 
principal bull influences. Some weakness 
developed during the final hour because 
of inoreased country acceptances. The 
clo@e was easy. May opened unchang- 
ed at 67 7-8@68c, advanced to 68 3-4«c, 
and then declined to 67 3-4c. The close 
was at 67 7-8c. Local receipts 77 cars, 
i! contract grade. 

Trading in oats was quiet. The mear- 
ket opened firm along with wheat and 
corn, but weakened on favorable weath- 
er for seed. The close was ©asy. May 
opened 1-8c higher at 53 3-4c, sold up 
to 84c, and then declined to 53 1|-2c, 
where it closed. Local receipts 147 ears. 

Provisions opened firm because of the 
strength of grain, but later weakened 
on a !0c declime in live hogs, and the 
easier tone of wheat and corn. At the 
close May pork was off 2 |-2c at $13.40. 
Lard was down {0c at $8.27 1-2. Ribs 
were 5@7 |-2c lower at 7.16.
